The attendance at Boston. New York,
Philadelphia and Brooklyn on Saturday
was largely in favor of the Players’ lengue,
but as Saturday in all of these cities is
largely in the nature of a holiday the fig-
ures are not r\!{)“ sentative of the steady
baseball clientele. The steady gains made
by the Loague have made the Brotherhood
managers thoughtful, and I am told on
pretty good authority that they would be
ouly too glad to pateh up a truce and
chauge their schedules were it not for the
fear that they wonld lose prestige among
their more enthusiastio supporters should
thoy show any signs of weakening. There
is no doubt, however, that they will make
some changes in their cireuit, if not before
the senson is over, certainly before start-
ing in on another campaign.

It was publiely stated last week that the
League had mude a proposition to the
Brotherhood that if they would change
the nnmes of their elubs the League would
agree to o change of dates in most of the
cities during the second half of the senson.
I was told by a gentleman, whose name I
am not at liberty to give, who is high in
the councils of the Players' leagne officials,
although not one of them, that he knew
positively that such a scheme had indi-
rectly been advanced by the National league
managers. The League people, however,
deny the story in toto. One of them told
me that he thought it would be n wise plan
for the Players' league to change the names
of their clubs, as he believed such a course
would benefit the game by increasing the
aAggregate attendance, but thnt the Na-
tional league had mnde no propositions to
their opponents and would make none.
There is no doubt that the League men
would be pleased to see such a move, for it
would benefit them more than their oppo-
nents, The Players' league is not likely to
take o step that would give their rivals any
advantage.

There has been a tendency on the part of
some people, more notably league men, to
attribute the falling off in attendance at
the gnmes ns an indication that our great
nationnl sport is losing ground, Thisisan
erroneous fden. It is very likely that the
public Interest is not so fierce as it was
whoen the presence of one team in a city
united all the enthusinsts in shouting for
that one team and inspiving strong local
pride in their achievements, but I do not
believe that the general interest isone whit
less than in 1850, 1t is true that the attend-
ance fignres lnst weok were sminll, but this
was due solely to the bad weather, whick
reduced the contests in most of the citics
to one-half of those scheduled and greatly
handicapped the attendnnce st those played
From this out, until well into September,
I expect to note that the aggregate attend-
ance at the games is larger than ever before
kuown in the annals of the sport. One
thing is cortain, this talk of “decrease in
interest” is not likely to inerease and it hias
no real foundation in fuct,

team to the east hns created a feeling of
anxiety in the breast of that crazy buseball
enthusinst, Bdward Everett Bell. This indi-
vidunl has been made almost s national
character by his peculiar eccentricities on
every ball ground be visits.

Malicolm W. Ford Writes of J.
B. Connolly, of Boston.

HIS GREAT HOP, SKIP AND JUNP.

Me Made 44 Feet 10 Inches on Arti-
fcial Ground and 1t Brought Him the

Champlonship—His Dest Records ab
Other Kvenis.

J. B. Connolly, who Is obmwatz
accompanying {llastration, is a t
Boston, and although he has competed in
athletiea but a comparatively short time
is already very prominent as an all-round
amateur jumper, Hewon the c hamplonship
on April 12 for the running hop, step and
jump, clearing 44 foct 10 inches, and nom-
{nally beating the hest amatenr record of
44 feet 1% Inches. The ground on which
he did this performance being of an artificial
nature preventa Connolly’s performance
from actually supplanting the old record
mande out of doors on grass; but he dis-
tanced about a dosen competitors when he
wot the event, and he Is without donbt the
best amatour in fhe United States nt this
event.

He I= 21 years old, 5 feet 81 inches high,
and weighs 148 pounds in jnmping eostume,
He has competed in fifty-five different
events, nll of which were serateh, and he
has finished first twenty-two times, second
cighteen times, third twelve times, and
severnl times unplaced.

His first competition was a running high
jump with weights at Oak Island, Boston,
May 20, 1857, in which he won second place
with 5 feet 7'4 inches. Since then he has
made the following records, all of which
are 50 high class that they speak for them-
selves: Standing broad jump without
welghts, 10 feet; with weights, 12 feet 6
inches: three standing broad jumps with-
out welghts, 33 feet; with weights, 88 feet;
standing high jompwithont weights, 4 feet
8 inches; with weights, 5 feet 8 inches; run-
ning high jump without welghts, 5feet 0'y
inchies: with weights, b feet 8 inches; run-
ning broad jump without welghts, 19 feet
2 Inches; running bop, step and jump, ont
of doors, 41 feet 111 inches; indoors, 44 fest
10 fuches. Most of these performances
were made on poor ground, and in differ-
ent trials under favorable conditions Con-
nolly has besten all of these ligures,

The only handicap competition he has en-
gaged in was the running high jump at the
big gnmoes of the Boston Athletic associn-
tion lnst February, in which he received 114
inches. The slippery floor prevented his
clearing over 5 feet 4 inches and he was un-
placed.  In practice he has tried throwing
welghts, but s nothing in this branch of
athletics compared to his ability in jump-
Ing. Heis o wember of the Trimount Ath-
letic club aud practices on one of the famouns
public outdoor gymnasivms owned by his
native city.

His style at the running hop, step and
jump Is unusually fine, and in giving the
step, which is where most athleles aro
weak, he shows wonderful ability in recov-
ering and going on just as though there
were no jar In landing from the hop which
takes place just previous to the step. His
fgares for the three distinet portionsof his
favorite game are shout as follows: Hop, 16
feot, step, 138 feet, and jump, 15 feet. Those
who wre familinr with this gnme can see
what Aoe divisions these are, nud without
secing him perform they can get a capital
idea of how he accomplishes such good rec.
ords at this particular event, He confi-
dently expects during the warm months to
place the best Amoricah amatenr record to
his eredit, and as he has already come so
nenr it there is little likelihood that be will
fail in lis sttempe.
